Interview/on alternative forms of gambling 

with Ted Snell 



Question: When plans for the new kefio 
state lottery i^anie were announced several 
months a^o, you were amoni^ the many peo¬ 
ple zvho warned about the disastrous effect it 
would have on racin;^. Now keno machines 
have been installed at Rosecroft. In fact, 
Rosecroft Raceway is the first race track — 
Standardbred or Thorou^^hbred—in the 
country to have keno. What's your thinkiny^ 
with reyard to keno, and other forms ofyam- 
bliny, and their threat to raciny? 

Answer: Tm opposed to keno. I was 
against it earlier, and Tm against it now. 

However, there are four keno estab¬ 
lishments less than a mile from Rose¬ 
croft. We can't put our heads in the 
sand, and just pretend the competition 
isn't there. So we're offering keno to 
our customers, along with our own 
product—mainly because of the fear of 
losing our fan base. We can't afford to 
have 100 to 150 customers go off and 
play somewhere else. 

Rosecroft Raceway is already one of 
the largest lottery outlets in Maryland, 
in total sales volume. So by adding 
keno, we're just putting one more item 
on the menu. 

We don't expect keno to result in 
much profit for us, or our horsemen, 
because of the way the takeout is di¬ 


vided. And we don't know how much 
business it will take away from our race 
wagering. But I'd rather start out with 
keno, and weigh the pros and cons of 
having it, than not do it at all. 

Q: Do you believe that raciny — Stan¬ 
dardbred or Thorouyhbred—can exist in the 
future solely on its ozvn? Or zvill tracks be 
more like casinos, usiny zvayeriny yames 
based ofi electronics and chance to boost 
their business enouyh to stay afloat? 

A: That's the way it will have to be. 
We'll have video lottery machines, and 
other entertainment, and still put on a 
beautiful live racing show for our pa¬ 
trons. 

Horsemen are afraid of this scenar¬ 
io, but they don't have to be. We'll al¬ 
ways need live racing. Race tracks 
won't be successful just bringing in pic¬ 
tures (simulcasts), because then they 
really will be nothing more than casi¬ 
nos. And casinos aren't doing all that 
well. They're in trouble because of all 
the competition among themselves. 
Race tracks can offer patrons much 
more excitement and variety. 

Profits from these other forms of 
gambling will be divided between 
horsemen and the tracks, 50-50, so 
there will be advantages for horsemen 
as well. 

If I could do it. I'd install 1,000 video 
slot machines at Rosecroft tomorrow. 
We'd expect to net an average of $20 
(that's profit) per machine—based on 
the figures that have been shown else¬ 
where. That's an additional $10,000 per 
night for us, and $10,000 for the horse¬ 
men. With $10,000 a night, we'd bring 
in a totally different audience from 
what we have now. 

Q; How quickly are these kinds of 
chanyes yoiny to come? 

A: The gambling market is mush¬ 
rooming, and multiplying and divid¬ 
ing, faster than we can talk about it. 

It's going to be very difficult for race 
tracks to keep up, without taking some 
new approaches. Within the next few 
months there needs to be a summit 
meeting including race tracks, breed¬ 
ers'and horsemen's groups, the Gover¬ 


nor's office and other state agencies, to 
look at what we can expect one, two, 
three years down the road. 

Q: What miyht be achkwed by such a 
meetiny? 

A: One idea that I'd put forward 
would be a new wager, similar to some¬ 
thing that has worked well in Scandina¬ 
vian countries. It would be a type of 
twin trifecta, combining Thorough¬ 
breds and Standardbreds. We would 
take bets all week on the races, which 
would be run on Saturday. 

It would be implemented by the Lot¬ 
tery Commission, but would be much 
more profitable to us than other wa¬ 
gers, such as keno. Sixty percent of the 
money would be returned to the cus¬ 
tomers, and 40 percent would go to the 
Lottery Commission. The Lottery 
Commission would pay a 15 percent 
fee, which would be divided four 
ways—among the Thoroughbred and 
Standardbred tracks and horsemen. 
Over the course of 52 weeks, this wager 
could generate $12 million, or $3 million 
for each group. 

It's vital that the Lottery Commis¬ 
sion, and GTech (the company that op¬ 
erates the Maryland state lottery) be in¬ 
volved. They have the technology to do 
it, and by cooperating with them, we'll 
go a lot farther. 

Historically, racing interests have 
fought lotteries, and lotteries have al¬ 
ways won. That's because they bring 
huge amounts of money directly into 
the state coffers. Racing actually con¬ 
tributes more, because of all the people 
it employs, and the goods and services 
it involves, but much of that is behind 
the scenes. Racing doesn't have the po¬ 
litical clout that lotteries do. They hold 
three aces, and we've only got one. 

By designing a wager that adds tal¬ 
ent and intelligence to the lottery 
game, I think we'll be onto something. 

Gambling is big, and it's going to get 
bigger. □

Lenny Hale's arrival 
promises to bring changes 
to Maryland race tracks

It was the worst kept radng secret 
since stories circulated ten years 
ago about what killed Swale. 




e Baltimore Sun hinted at it months ago in a col¬ 
umn with a headline that read ''Hale Gets a Raw Deal 
in New York," suggesting that he might be returning to 
Maryland. 

The Daily Racing Form sat on the story at least ten 
days before the announcement, since the appointment 
was still not a certainty. 

Chris Lincoln was asked to pull an item from his 
"Racing Across America" show just minutes before air 
time because Laurel/Pimlico president Joe De Francis 
was not yet ready to announce his new management 
team. 

Speculation increased when Lenny Hale, Maryland 
racing's longtime fair-haired son, was seen making the 
dinner rounds with De Francis at the Arizona racing 
symposium. 

Then there was the "leak" in The Blood-Horse that 
beat De Francis to the punch and announced Hale's 
appointment prematurely. 

Why is it such a big deal to everyone that Lenny Hale 
has been recruited to run the racing department at 
Laurel and Pimlico? 

■ He is one of the most popular racing executives in 
the country. 
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■ His firing by the New York Racing Association, 
after 17 years as a top executive at New York tracks, was 
controversial. It was the subject a three-day running 
saga in the Daily Racing Form, complete with angry 
trainers petitioning NYRA for his reinstatement. 

■ Hale coming back to Maryland just seems so 
right. 

If ever anyone were qualified to help pull Maryland 
racing out of its doldrums and help create the new 
Maryland/Virginia racing circuit, it is Hale. 

When he drove into Laurel with his own trailer and 
his horse. Hale the Tiger, in tow, it was obvious that 
from now on there won't just be business as usual on 
Maryland's backstretches. 

From his first job as a flag man on the starting gate at 
Atlantic City, to his most recent post as senior vice- 
president in charge of overseeing racing and mainte¬ 
nance operations for NYRA, Hale, 47, has been well- 
prepared for his new assignment.

Lenny Hale remembers when he acquired his first 
horse. 

He was 10 years old, living in a non-horsey section 
of Baltimore County, near Overlea-Fullerton. His par¬ 
ents, Grayson and Mary Frieda Hale, operated Hale 
Seafood Co., a retail seafood store on the corner of 
Taylor and Oakleigh Avenues. 

Lenny had always wanted a pony or a horse. His 
father occasionally had a race horse in training at 
Timonium, and as a teenager Lenny would go to the 
races and run his father's bets, but the Hales didn't 
have the means or facilities to bankroll a horse-crazy 
kid. 

"There was an old guy named Pops who hung out at 
the store so much. Dad finally hired him as a cashier," 
Hale recalled. 

When Pops died, he left $100 in his will so that Len¬ 
ny could buy a horse. 

Lenny's father took him to a dealer's barn in Bal¬ 
timore County. "The dealer opened the stall door on 
this one horse who looked like he had never seen day¬ 
light," Hale said. "He was a rack of bones. His hooves 
had been painted white. We were told he'd been a 
parade horse. There was no question where he was 
headed. His price was $100." 

Hale bought the horse and named him Jerry. 

"1 didn't have a barn for him. So I cut down a bunch 
of saplings and built my own corral. He lived there day 
and night. It turned out he had a tattoo, and had been a 
race horse." 

Once Jerry returned to full health, he was too much 
horse for a little boy. "After he ran away with me and 
bucked me off a couple of times, my mother made me 
sell him. He ended up being a trick horse and lived to 
an old age." 

After that experience, there was a whole succession 
of Jerrys. Hale joined the Reisterstown 4-H Horse and 
Pony Club. "When I was 16, and first got my driver's 
license, I had a horse named Irish Memory. We went to 
our first horse show at Rolling Ridge Farm (the Nichols 


estate in Worthington Valley). 1 was so thrilled that 1 got 
a second and a fourth, 1 drove on to Taylorsville, where 
they used to have horse shows at night. 1 won a class 
there. But by the time 1 got home at 1 a.m., my mother 
had the police out looking for me." 

Even though Hale never had a riding lesson—"1 
didn't have any money for them"—he continued to do 
well at shows. "1 don't know if it was out of pity or not, 
but one time at the Howard County Fair, where Warren 
Streaker was the judge, 1 was the only boy in an equita¬ 
tion class that included about 40 girls, and 1 won." 

Hale joined the Maryland division of the Profes¬ 
sional Horsemen's Association and eventually became 
its president. 

He made friends with a fellow PHA member, Les 
Grimes, huntsman for the Green Spring Valley 
Hounds. After Hale graduated from Overlea High 
School and started taking classes at Essex Community 
College, Grimes told him there was an opening on the 
Green Spring staff for a whipper-in. After being inter¬ 
viewed by Sheila Jackson, then joint-Master, he was 
hired and stayed two years. 

During his stint with the Green Spring, Hale at¬ 
tended Towson State and kept a lookout for green 
horses off the track that he would re-school and sell as 
hunters. 

Then he went to work at Timonium for trainer Joe 
Magnier, who had Larry MacPhail's horses at the time, 
and soon got his own trainer's license. "1 had a filly Td 
run up the road (to Charles Town) and race there," said 
Hale. "I think the best she ever did was finish fourth." 

When Magnier took his stable to Delaware Park, 
Hale followed and became his assistant. He also filled 
in part-time on the starting gate crew. Starter Charlie 
Camac asked him if he wanted a regular assistant start¬ 
er's job on the New Jersey racing circuit, and Hale 
quickly said yes. 

For four or five years Lenny worked on the gate in 
both New Jersey and Florida. Then Kenny Noe, gener¬ 
al manager of Calder race course, asked him to work in 
the racing secetary's office. 

Hale became a placing and patrol judge at Calder, 
and was also employed at Hialeah by racing secretary 
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Tommy Trotter. When Trotter left in 1975 to go to Ar¬ 
lington Park, Hale went as his assistant. Later that year, 
Trotter became NYRA racing secretary, and Hale ac¬ 
companied him to New York. 

Trotter was fired in 1979, and Hale stayed on for nine 
months as acting racing secretary, until Ogden Phipps 
Jr., then the NYRA chairman, hired him as a perma¬ 
nent replacement. Later, Dave Stevenson, vice-presi¬ 
dent of racing, left and Hale took over that role. 

'Then a management group came in and decided 
that 1 should also run the properties department. I was 
in charge of maintenance and capital improvements. 
In addition to racing responsibilities, I now had to deal 
with labor negotiations, all that sort of thing. My title 
then became senior vice-president. It was a tremen¬ 
dous learning experience. I worked under such NYRA 
chairmen as Jack Dreyfus, Dinny Phipps and Tom Ban¬ 
croft. Believe me, what I've been through there pre¬ 
pares me for what I'm going to face here." 

When Hale arrived in New York, racing was still 
dominated by "old guard" stables such as Greentree, 
Calumet and Rokeby. 

"You dealt with the biggest names in racing. The 
barn area pretty much allotted itself. The old stables 
had their barns and then you assigned the rest. But 
things changed. A lot of those outfits disappeared and 
we had to change the way we did things." 

Hale devised a system whereby stalls were allotted 
on a "starts per stall" basis. 

"We established a guideline: a trainer should make 
.7 starts per stall per month. Under that system, the 
claiming outfits did fine, the mixed stables (claimers 
and allowance horses) did fine, but stables with stakes 
and allowance horses got cut. They just didn't run 
enough horses. 

"I remember having to cut 12 stalls from John Gal- 
breath. If I had done something like that earlier, I 
would have been fired. But things were changing that 
drastically in the early 1980s. Dinny Phipps called me 
up and told me to treat him the same. So he got cut 12 
stalls too. 

"Since then, it has worked out well. Stalls are as¬ 
signed based on how much you run, not if someone 
likes you. It is more businesslike. The same sort of hard 
look has got to be taken in Maryland." 


Hale said he is used to speaking his mind, and he 
thinks that's what eventually cost him his job at NYRA. 
"But if people in management are not willing to listen 
to the truth, eventually it is going to catch up with 
them." 

The biggest challenge in writing a condition book, 
according to Hale, is writing it for the horses on the 
grounds, instead of trying to make the horses fit into 
some pre-conceived mold. 

"It means constant communication with the horse¬ 
men. You have to card long and short distances in 
every category. Every horse who is ready to run has 
got to have a race to run in, in each book. 

"In this day and age we have to find as many ways as 
possible to make races where a horse can be competi¬ 
tive. But at the same time we have to create bettable 
races for the fans. Owners spend a lot of money getting 
their horses to a race, and they have to have oppor¬ 
tunities to run. We have got to keep owners in the 
game. They don't get tax breaks any more, so they 
have to have a chance to make money and at the same 
time have fun." 

Hale, who is known for the post-Preakness tailgate 
party he throws in the Pimlico barn area, said provid¬ 
ing hospitality for owners is one of De Francis's priori¬ 
ties. "Racing is meant to be fun. We've got to make it an 
event for people who own and love horses and that 
doesn't mean just owners with stakes horses. Who 
wants to come out to an empty auditorium? It's fine to 
make a big splash on a day like the Preakness, but 
we've got to improve our weekday cards too. Going 
racing has got to become fun again." 

Among Hale's accomplishments in New York were 
carding the first all-stakes program on Jockey Club 
Gold Cup day, and initiating the Belmont Horse Fair. 
But he said he got "an incredible rush" after the suc¬ 
cess of New York's first Breeders' Cup held in 1985 at 
Aqueduct. 

"In addition to the Breeders' Cup, we carded five 
$100,000 grass stakes. A couple of the stakes were di¬ 
vided and had to be carried over to the next day. We 
had 46 European horses there. They all showed up and 
all got to run. It was a whole week of international 
racing, and everything went off without a hitch.

■ Showing: "I once bought a filly off Brian Mayberry 
named Javalark. Bill Fisher (the retired official who was 
once general manager of Hialeah and Garden State) 
loaned me the money to buy her. I won the Sidney 
Watters Memorial Trophy with her at the Elkridge- 
Harford Hunter Trials." 

■ Hunting: Thanksgiving day with the Green 
Spring in 1965. "There were 135 people out. I was 
whipping and riding a horse that day named Jack a 
Dancer, who belonged to the club. Hounds were really 
running, and 1 remember about 20 of us ended up 
jumping a line fence built with concrete posts and five 
board planks. Les and I went back later and measured 
it. It was 4'10".

"Last fall, going out on Green Spring's 100th anni¬ 
versary meet was pretty special, as was hunting my 
own horse. Hale the Tiger, at the opening meet of Pied¬ 
mont. Hale the Tiger's breeders June and Jim Corbett 
named him after me, and then gave him to me after he 
was through racing. He had so many lamenesses, they 
thought they would have to put him to sleep. But he 
jumped everything at Piedmont and is sensible 
enough for me to ride at the track in the mornings." 

■ Racing: "I'll never forget Forego winning the 
Marlboro Cup. Tommy Trotter was the racing secretary 
and had given him 137 pounds. As Tommy's assistant, 
I had agreed with him on the weights. The horse got 
up and won by a nose over Honest Pleasure, who was 
carrying 119 pounds. 

"It was terrific, being around such a great sportswo¬ 
man as Mrs. (Martha) Gerry, and her trainers, Sherrill 
Ward and Frank Whiteley. Carrying weight like that 
used to be a badge of honor. Now it's considered an 
embarrassment and an excuse for not running. Racing 
then was a sport. Now it's a business. Which is not all 
bad. There are a lot more opportunities now, because 
horses and owners have to make x-amount of dollars to 
make ends meet." 

As for the future. . . Hale's hands-on approach and 
sense of caring are already being applauded by many 
Maryland horsefolk. But turning things around in 
Maryland, and selling the idea for a combined racing 
circuit to Virginians, is not going to be fun and games. 

"The bottom line is whether Hale will be able to get 
us more horses," said Jim Mango, senior vice-presi¬ 
dent at Laurel and Pimlico. "That's what we're count¬ 
ing on him to do. That's the name of the game in the 
'90s—getting the horses." 

Ferris Allen, vice-president of the Maryland Thor¬ 
oughbred Horsemen's Association and a longtime 
public trainer, is optimistic that Hale will get the job 
done. "Getting Lenny here is a little like getting Joe 
Gibbs to come in and coach your football team. It's a 
real coup for Joe (De Francis). There is only a handful 
of racing executives of his caliber around, and it seems 
like people of his quality are never available. For once 
Maryland is in the right place at the right time. I read 
somewhere that an executive's best years are between 
45 and 60. Well, Lenny is 47. That means he's in his 
prime, and we've got him right here in Maryland." □

Dancer's Image dies 

Dancer's Image, the Maryland-bred 
who won—then lost—the 1968 Ken¬ 
tucky Derby, died December 27 at 
Yukiko and Koichiro Hayata's C.B. Stud 
in Hokkaido, Japan. 

He reportedly had been in good 
health until a few days before his death, 
when he developed symptoms of colic. 
The 27-year-old horse covered 28 mares 
in 1992, 24 Thoroughbreds and four 
Arabians. 

Dancer's Image (by Native Dancer— 
Noor's Image by ’^Noor) became the fo¬ 
cus of bitter controversy after crossing 
the wire first, a length and a half in 
front of favored Forward Pass, in the 
Derby. Post-race testing revealed the 
presence of Butazolidin, then prohib¬ 
ited in Kentucky. A five-year legal battle 
cost Dancer's Image's owner/breeder 
Peter Fuller more than $200,000. But in 
the end Forward Pass was declared the 
official winner. 

"My feeling wasn't so much that I 
got cheated, but that he got cheated," 
said Fuller. 


Dancer's Image entered stud at 
Glade Valley Farms in Frederick, Md., 
in 1969, and remained there five years. 
He was moved to Ireland, then France, 
and in 1979 he arrived in Japan, where 
he had a long and successful career as a 
sire. 


Double Edge Sword gone 

Double Edge Sword was humanely 
destroyed on January 4, due to infir¬ 
mities of old age. 

A foal of 1970 by Sword Dancer— 
Jeanelou by Discovery, Double Edge 
Sword won four stakes, including the 
Grade 2 Excelsior and Westchester 
Handicaps. He won or placed in 36 of 66 
career starts, earning $327,929. 

At stud, he was represented by 
stakes winners Aspro ($416,587, Ben 
Ali H-G3 twice, etc.) and Naval Cutter 
($193,634) and at least 109 other win¬ 
ners, including stakes-placed Sanguine 
Sword and Edge of Wisdom. He has 
progeny earnings of nearly $4 million. 

Double Edge Sword entered stud at 
Windfields Farm in Chesapeake City in 
1977, remaining there until 1983, when 
he was moved to Fendall M. Clagett's 
Larking Hill Farm in Harwood, Md. In 
1987, he was transferred to the C. Frank 
Hopkins family's Elberton Hill Farm in 
Darlington, Md., where he stood until 
his death.

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Aura of the sport surrounds 
Adelaide Riggs's Happy Retreat

Dawn a little country road, near the aptly named town of 
Daisy in Howard County, lies what was until recently 
Maryland's most privately-kept Thoroughbred breeding farm. 







































Its owner, 84-year-old Adelaide Riggs, a gracious 
lady who is certainly no recluse, shunned publicity. 
Saw nothing to be gained by newspaper or magazine 
interviews. 'The last time I talked to a reporter," the 
mistress of Happy Retreat Farm told someone not long 
ago, "was in 1934. And he got it all wrong." 

But times change. Things happen. And sometimes 
love really does conquer all. 

When her flashy homebred Woods of Windsor was 
about to run in the Maryland Juvenile Championship 
(see stakes write-up on page 44), Mrs. Riggs broke her 
long policy of silence and allowed The Baltimore Sun's 
Ross Peddicord to write the ground-breaking story. 


Not only that, she's one of a precious few owners in 
Maryland whose participation is on the upswing. 

In 1992, Mrs. Riggs campaigned three stakes win¬ 
ners, including two 2-year-old colts who ranked 
among the best of their division. 

Wild Zone, a $75,000 Keeneland September Year¬ 
ling sale purchase, captured the Tyro Stakes (defeating 
Great Navigator) and Primer Breeders' Cup and fin¬ 
ished second in the Cowdin Stakes-G2 and Sapling 
Stakes-G2 (a half-length behind Gilded Time, who set 
a new track record). 

Woods of Windsor blew away his Maryland-bred 
rivals while breaking his maiden in the mile and a 





Her motive? To bring positive attention to a sport 
she cherishes. 

"These are not, generally speaking, good times for 
racing," says Dr. D. Michael Cavey, who manages Mrs. 
Riggs's modern-day Thoroughbred ventures. "Mrs. 
Riggs wanted to let people know there are still some 
breeders who enjoy it the way it was originally meant 
to be enjoyed. She's one of the few people left on this 
planet who races horses purely for sport."

sixteenth Juvenile Championship, his third start and 
first try around two turns. 

Both colts are gearing up for what could be sensa¬ 
tional 3-year-old campaigns. Trainer Ben Perkins—the 
man credited with much of Mrs. Riggs's recent racing 
success—reportedly plans to keep Wild Zone at sprint 
distances this season. The Wild Again colt was ex¬ 
pected to make his sophomore debut in the Swift 
Stakes on February 20 at Aqueduct. 

With Woods of Windsor, he'll be shooting for the 
moon: taking the route through the Triple Crown. If 
the Kentucky Derby is beyond reach, a victory in the 
Preakness—on Mrs. Riggs's home track—would do 
just as well. 

In fact, it would be a well-deserved honor for a wom¬ 
an who has quietly supported Maryland's horse indus¬ 
try, as investor and philanthropist, for several decades. 

Like her horses (Woods of Windsor is by Woodman, 
sire of Preakness/Belmont winner Hansel), Mrs. Riggs 
has a distinguished background. She is a daughter of 
Marjorie Meriweather Post, heiress to the Post cereal 
fortune. Famous people in her family include her sis¬ 
ter, actress Dina Merrill, and niece. Academy Award- 
winner Glenn Close. 

In the Connecticut and Long Island milieu in which 
she grew up, everyone learned to ride. But Mrs. Riggs 
wasn't particularly encouraged in that direction. Her 
mother had had a bad accident. "She was dragged by a 
horse," says Mrs. Riggs. "She wasn't a horsewoman, 
and she insisted that my sister and I ride side-saddle. I 
hated that." 

A group of her Long Island neighbors (including 
Dean and Louise Bedford and S. Bryce Wing) gravi¬ 
tated to Maryland's Harford County in the late 1920s 
and early '30s, lured, in part, by the great foxhunting 
taking place there. And Mrs. Riggs and her first hus¬ 
band Tim Durant—a sportsman who later distin¬ 
guished himself by riding in the English Grand Na¬ 
tional at age 68—eventually joined them. 

"The first time I came to Maryland was as a guest of 
Harvey Ladew, who was also from the same part of 
Long Island," says Mrs. Riggs. She and Mr. Durant 
owned the Monkton farm that is now the Voss family's 
Atlanta Hall. "We called it Little Gunpowder." 

Mrs. Riggs was later married to horseman Merrall 
MacNeille (who was for many years a steward at Mary¬ 
land's Thoroughbred tracks). She has a daughter from 
her first marriage who lives in California, and whom 
she rarely sees, and two daughters with Mr. Mac¬ 
Neille. One of those, Melissa (Mrs. Rodion Canta- 


cuzene, of Aldie, Va.) is a horsewoman—an owner/ 
breeder and joint-Master of the Middleburg Hunt. The 
other, Ellen Charles, breeds and shows dogs from her 
home in Chevy Chase, Md. 

The family's horse heritage is also continuing 
through Mrs. Cantacuzene's daughter Clarissa, a top- 
rated polo player who is married to Argentinian polo 
pro Luis Echezarreta. 

It was in 1948 that Augustus (Gus) Riggs and his 
bride Adelaide settled down in the 500-plus acre farm 
that still serves as Mrs. Riggs's home. Part of a long- 
established family of Howard County horsemen (hav¬ 
ing a father by the same name, he would be known as 
young Gus literally until the day he died), Mr. Riggs 
bred and raised hunters and jumpers, along with flat 
horses, at Happy Retreat. 

Meanwhile, for many years, Mrs. Riggs—who has 
been a licensed Thoroughbred owner since 1929— 
spent much of her time pursuing another major inter- 












est: dog show judging. She became an internationally 
acclaimed canine authority, the first woman to judge 
the terrier group at the Westminster Dog Show and 
also to judge England's premier dog show at Crufts. 

Gus Riggs's approach to the horse business was low- 
key, and long on patience. So much so that his trainer 
and longtime friend. Hall of Earner Henry Clark, was 
driven to frustration. "Gus Riggs wouldn't pay over 
$500 for a mare," recalls Mr. Clark. "I'd say 'Gus, 
you've got no stock. You've got to buy some (quality) 
fillies.' And he'd say 'No, they're too expensive.' " 

But Mr. Riggs apparently knew a good thing when 
he found one. In partnership with Janon Fisher Jr., 
Riggs had purchased a mare named Misled (a foal of 
1933 by Diavolo) who won two minor stakes and placed 
in another. Mr. Riggs eventually acquired sole owner¬ 
ship, and Mrs. Riggs is still winning races with the 
resulting offspring. "We're on our seventh genera¬ 
tion," she says proudly. 


From a service that was a gift from Colonel E.R. 
Bradley, Misled produced Best Blue (by Blue 
Larkspur). That mare became the dam of the Riggses' 
first stakes winner: Best Contract (a daughter of Grand 
Slam), who won the 1954 Maryland Futurity. 

One of Best Contract's sons. Hussar (by Sun 
Bahram) won the 1963 Maryland Futurity. But her 
daughter Zarrah (a foal of 1970 by ’^Elysium II) proved 
the golden link. Zarrah produced Mrs. Riggs's two 
outstanding campaigners Zvetlana, who won the 1982 
Geisha and Waya Handicaps, and placed in six other 
added-money races, including a second in the Grade 1 
Delaware Handicap, and Bagetelle (by Brilliant Pro¬ 
tege) a multiple stakes winner of $245,115, who was 
still racing last year at age 10. 

Zvetlana, a foal of 1978 by Cyane, is a current mem¬ 
ber of Mrs. Riggs's broodmare band, as is her daughter 
Cardamine (by Secretariat). Although she has yet to 
come up with a good runner, while being bred to such

stallions as Secretariat, Seattle Slew, J.O. Tobin and 
Pancho Villa, Zvetlana, barren for 1992, is due to foal 
this spring to Northern Baby. Cardamine is in foal to 
Storm Bird. 

When Mr. Riggs died in 1975, Zarrah was the only 
Thoroughbred broodmare in production at Happy Re¬ 
treat. 'The average age of the horses on the farm was 
about 30," admits Mrs. Riggs. 

Gradually, throughout the late 1970s and 1980s, that 
picture changed. Bringing it all into focus was Mrs. 
Riggs's veterinarian, Mike Cavey. "I did her vet work 
for years," says Dr. Cavey, 43. "I'd gotten to know her 
when one of her dogs died, and I gave her one of 
mine." 

Until three years ago. Dr. Cavey maintained an 
equine and small animal practice in Carroll County 
and boarded and broke horses at his own 50-acre farm 
in Woodbine, as well as serving as Mrs. Riggs's advi¬ 
sor. Now he is her full-time farm manager, overseeing 
a major rejuvenation of her farm and horse interests. 

Happy Retreat boasts a new training barn, built to 
Dr. Cavey's specifications. "I've been in and out of a lot 
of barns over the years, and I've seen what works and 
what doesn't," he says. Built for "function rather than 
show," with steel exterior walls, it has 14' by 14' stalls 
and an 80' by 64' arena that can be used for breaking 
and training. 

There's also a new 12-stall broodmare barn, and 
half-mile Fibar track. 

The horse population at Happy Retreat now 
numbers 44, with all but five of those belonging to 
Mrs. Riggs. She has 17 broodmares. 

Last year, on his own account. Dr. Cavey acquired 
Lucien Laurin's former training center. Holly Hill, in 
Aiken, S.C., and that has become an important ad¬ 
junct to their operation.

In residence at Happy Retreat are a number of 
young broodmares with good credentials, such as 
Woods of Windsor's dam Cyane's Slippers, a 10-year- 
old daughter of Cyane. Although her first foal. Axial 
Rift (by Northern Jove), was stakes-placed, Cyane's 
Slippers has done more than produce stakes horses. 

"Cyane's Slippers raised two foals the year Woods of 
Windsor was lx)rn," relates Dr. Cavey. "Her neighbor 
in the next stall rejected her foal, and Cyane's Slippers 
nickered and carried on, just begging to adopt him." 
The other colt. Secretariat's Ghost (from the last crop of 
Secretariat) sold for $255,000 at the 1991 Keeneland 
July Yearling sale, the same auction at which Woods of 
Windsor was a $405,000 buy-back. "Cyane's Slippers 
may be the only mare who has ever raised two sales 
yearlings," notes Dr. Cavey. 

Herself a homebred—her dam Hot Slippers (by 
Rollicking) was purchased off the race track by Mrs. 
Riggs as a broodmare prospect in the late 1970s—Cy¬ 
ane's Slippers was barren for the last two seasons, but 
is due to foal in March to Storm Bird. 

Others especially worth noting include stakes win¬ 
ner Pretty Sham, a half-sister to stakes winner Colonel 
Hill. High hopes are resting on the 10-year-old Sham 
mare's yearling colt from the last crop of Alydar, now in 
training at Holly Hill. 

There's also 8-year-old Arctic Fling, a mare from one 
of the last crops of Northern Dancer; Ice Prospect, a 
6-year-old half-sister to top European runner 
Dancehall; and Charedi's Light, a half-sister to the 
dam of champion Unbridled. Arctic Fling is in foal to 
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Woodman; Ice Prospect to Diesis (GB); and Charedi's 
Light to Forty Niner. 

''Nineteen-ninety three should be our best year 
yet," says Dr. Cavey. 

Mrs. Riggs owns shares in the Maryland stallions 
Polish Numbers and Waquoit, and out-of-state sires 
Mt. Livermore, Pancho Villa and Runaway Groom. 
She had interests in several others, but has cut back, 
preferring to buy seasons rather than own shares. 
"She had shares in Secretariat and Fappiano, and 
when they died, they weren't replaced," explains Cav- 
ey. 

The game plan has changed dramatically, since Mrs. 
Riggs turned her racing stable over to Ben Perkins early 
last season. Having failed to find a trainer with whom 
she felt sympatico after 88-year-old Henry Clark semi- 
retired, Mrs. Riggs had turned to breeding for the 
commercial yearling market, with an emphasis on the 
summer sales. But now, relying on Perkins's expertise 
("He's a wonderful horseman," says Cavey), most of 
her young horses will be kept to race. 

In 1992, Mrs. Riggs had her best year ever on the 
track, her 14 starters winning 17 out of 70 starts (an 
amazing 24 win percentage), and earning $477,730. 


Her other 1992 stakes winner—in addition to 
2-year-olds Wild Zone and Woods of Windsor—was 
Dhaka. A 1988 daughter of Icecapade, Dhaka regis¬ 
tered in the Very Subtle and Regret Stakes, pushing 
her lifetime earnings to nearly $200,000. 

"The dollar figures aren't important," says Cavey, 
who also buys and sells horses separately from Mrs. 
Riggs, "except they allow the farm to keep going. We 
all have a lot of fun." 

Working for Mrs. Riggs is a "veterinarian's dream," 
in Dr. Cavey's words, because the welfare of every ani¬ 
mal is paramount. Horses are quietly pensioned when 
they can no longer produce, and when the time comes 
they're assured of a burial spot on the farm. 

This attitude extends to humans as well. Happy Re¬ 
treat's former farm manager, who went to work there 
in 1948, was disabled by injury some years ago, but 
continues to have his own house on the farm. 

"We're basically a Ma and Pa operation," says Cavey. 
His former wife Diane runs the office, and her son Rob 
McGlaun, 27, manages the day-to-day activities at 
Happy Retreat. "In a lot of ways, it reminds you of the 
way farms operated 50 or 100 years ago, with modern 
conveniences, of course." □

T here will never be another one exactly like Castelets, 
Eddie and Binnie Houghton's grand old campaigner who 
overcame severe physical handicaps to earn more than 
$600,000, and gave the last of his many winning stakes per¬ 
formances at age 10.

He scored by two and a half 
lengths over the red-hot Ameri Valay (seeking his third 
stakes win in a row, Ameri Valay shared highweight of 115 
pounds, three more than Forry Cow How), defeating other 
proven stakes performers Baron de Vaux (third). Frugal Doc 
and Finder's Choice. 

Bred by Cynthia and Charles McGinnes's Thornmar, 
which is located near the Houghtons's farm in Chestertown 
on the Eastern Shore, Forry Cow How was purchased by the 
Houghtons as a weanling for $6,000. His name is the phonet¬ 
ic spelling of a beautiful sheep farm/resort, Wharekauhau, at 
which Mr. and Mrs. Houghton stayed while touring New 
Zealand four years ago.

S erendipity must have been at work when Esther Christ¬ 
mas Cassidy, a descendant of one of Maryland's oldest 
racing families, named her future stakes winner Quicken. 
"Gilded Age (the gelding's sire) sounds like golden age, and 
that reminded me of the renaissance," she says. "Renais¬ 
sance has to do with giving new life, and quicken means to 
show signs of life." Quicken, the gelding, has indeed 
brought new life to Mrs. Cassidy's racing stable. 

One of two horses she has in training with her son, 31- 
year-old Daniel C. Cassidy, Quicken broke his maiden in his 
second start, while winning the Orme Wilson Jr. Memorial 
Stakes. Odds-on favorite in a field of eight, he rallied from 
last and drew off to score by five and a half lengths over 
Haggles 'n Hassles. In his only other outing. Quicken was 
second in a $25,000 maiden claiming race on November 10 at 
Laurel. 

Quicken's sire Gilded Age stands at Blue Ridge Farm in 
Upperville, Va. But his female family goes back a long way in 
Maryland, and with the Christmas family. His dam Jangleno 
(by Noble Jay) is a granddaughter of Sue Baru, whom Mrs. 
Cassidy's father, the late trainer Dick Christmas, sent out to 
win the 1965 Black Eyed-Susan Stakes. Mrs. Cassidy recalls 
that Sue Baru (by Sun Bahram) was herself a second genera¬ 
tion homebred, Christmas having acquired that mare's 
granddam Cavorting (by ’^Jacopo) in the 1950s. 

Dick Christmas was a brother of the late B. Frank, Rhoda 
and Yancey Christmas, and uncle of present-day trainer 
William G. (Billy) Christmas. Today his Upper Marlboro 
(Md.) farm is carried on by his three children: Mrs. Cassidy 
(who is director of congressional and legislative affairs at the 
National Institute of Standards and Technology in Gai¬ 
thersburg); her sister Corinne Sullivan and brother Donnie

G il Hahn was a big fan of $2.25-million earner Waquoit. 

"He was a lot like John Henry, except he wasn't gelded," 
says Hahn, a Washington, D.C., attorney who has been in 
the racing business about ten years. "He got better and better 
with age." 

Because he admired the son of Relaunch—Grey Parlo by 
*Grey Dawn II as a race horse, and thought he would be 
compatible with his own mares, Hahn purchased a share in 
Waquoit when the horse went to stud at Northview Stallion 
Station in 1989. 

Hahn's faith was rewarded when his filly Winka captured 
the Cameo Stakes at Laurel, becoming the first stakes winner 
from Waquoit's first crop of 2-year-olds. 

Winka, who had finished third behind Broad Gains and 
Carnirainbow in the Maryland Juvenile Filly Championship 
her last time out, was making her sixth career start in the 
Cameo. She has won or placed in five out of six tries since 
breaking her maiden at first asking in a maiden special at 
Laurel last August. After pressing the early pace in the Cam¬ 
eo, she drew clear to a five and a quarter-length victory over 
nine rivals. 

Maryland's leading owner by number of wins for several 
years in the late 1980s, Hahn currently owns about a dozen 
horses, including three broodmares whom he boards at Ron 
and Carolyn Green's Green Willow Farms near Westminster. 
Waquoit is the only stallion in whom he has a share. 

Linka, Winka's dam, was claimed by Hahn for $20,000 in 
1984. The daughter of Batonnier went on to place in stakes for 
Hahn and earn a lifetime total of $134,039, before joining his 
broodmare band. Still owned by Hahn, Linka had two older 
foals, both undistinguished on the track. She has 2-year-old 
and yearling fillies by Waquoit, and is due to foal this spring 
to Polish Numbers.

I n spite of the fact that he had yet to break his maiden, 
Woods of Windsor started as odds-on favorite in the Mary¬ 
land Juvenile Championship.

Odds. But his fractions for the final parts of that seven-fur¬ 
long event dazzled speed experts, and pointed to his readi¬ 
ness for the mile and a sixteenth Juvenile Championship. 

By Woodman, sire of 1991 Preakness and Belmont Stakes 
winner Hansel, Woods of Windsor has shown outstanding 
potential all along, as far as Mrs. Riggs and her advisor Dr. 
Michael Cavey are concerned. He was a $405,000 buy-back at 
the Keeneland Summer Yearling sale. 

Woods of Windsor is a half-brother to Axial Rift, a 1988 
colt by Northern Jove who finished third in the Devil's Bag 
and Rollicking Stakes, earning $45,648. Both stakes per¬ 
formers were bred by Mrs. Riggs from the Cyane mare Cy¬ 
ane's Slippers. 

Cyane's Slippers is a daughter of Hot Slippers (by Rollick¬ 
ing), a stakes-placed runner ($91,085, 2nd Geisha H, 3rd 
Toddler S, etc.), whom Mrs. Riggs purchased as a brood¬ 
mare prospect in the late 1970s. 

Hot Slippers had only two foals: Double Slippers (by Thir¬ 
ty Eight Paces), a winner of $17,545; and Cyane's Slippers, 
who retired as a maiden after nine starts. 

Cyane's Slippers was barren for two seasons after pro¬ 
ducing Woods of Windsor, but is due to foal this spring to 
Storm Bird.

December mixed sale 
shows solid growth 

Solid growth in several categories marked the December Mixed sale held 
December 6 and 7 at Timonium. Throughout the two days, 418 offerings 
were sold for $1,417,800, an average of $3,392. The gross was up 44 percent 
from last year, when 288 horses brought $1,004,200, averaging $3,487. Not 
only were gross sales encouraging, but the total number of horses cata¬ 
logued rose 40 percent, and "not solds" represented 16 percent this year, 
compared to 20 percent in 1991, noted Mason Grasty, executive vice-presi¬ 
dent of Fasig-Tipton Midlantic. "Although the overall average was down a 
hair, this, as we were expecting, was a consequence of many more horses 
being sold." The 6-year-old stakes-winning mare Habar, in foal to Carni- 
valay, topped the opening day session at $40,000. Consigned by Peter Gian- 
giulis. Agent, she sold on a bid by William Diefenderfer. The highest-priced 
sale on the second day was the $21,000 paid by another Pennsylvania horse¬ 
man, Sal Giuffrida, for a weanling filly offered by Bonita Farm as agent. A 
daughter of Carnivalay, the filly is out of a full sister to Harriman.

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Profiles of 1992 steeplechase champions: 
a who’s who from the Mid-Atlantic region

C hampions of the 1992 steeplechase 
season—both equine and human— 
boast many connections to the Mid-At¬ 
lantic region. The tbilowing report was 
prepared by Audrey Korotkin, of the Na¬ 
tional Steeplechase and Hunt Associa¬ 
tion. 

Leading steeplechaser: Mistico. 
Mistico, a Chilean-bred dark bay gelding 
owned by race track mogul R.D. Hub¬ 
bard and partners Dr. Edward Allred and 
J.R. Johnson, was named the NSHA's 
leading steeplechaser of 1992, the first 
horse to be honored with this new award, 
which is based solely on steeplechase earn¬ 
ings. Those earnings totalled $155,187, 
with three wins and five seconds from ten 
starts. 

From the Unionville (Pa.) stable of all- 
time leading steeplechase trainer Jona¬ 
than Sheppard, Mistico put in the best 
performance of his jumping career in the 
$60,000 Marion duPont Scott Q)lonial 
Cup last fall. Tracking frontrunning Vic¬ 
torian Hill most of the way, Mistico and 
rider Sanna Neilson burst away from the 
veteran in the stretch, winning by ten and 
three-quarter lengths and securing the 
championship. 

Timber horse of the year: Lots of 
Talk. Veteran trainer Eugene Weymouth, 
of Kennctt Square, Pa., extended his suc¬ 
cess over post-and-rail fences into a fifth 
decade in 1992, as he guided his wife’s 
Ix)ts of Talk to the timber horse champi¬ 
onship. The 8-year-old RcxrkTalk gelding 
won four of his five starts over timber 
fences, was third in his other outing over 
the sticks, and accumulated 1992 earn¬ 
ings of $29,735, all but $30 of it coming 
from his efforts over fences. 

Three-year-old champion: Ask 
Don. Bettina Belmont Ward’s Ask Don 
won the NSHA’s first-ever championship 
for 3-year-olds in a hard-fought battle 
through the fall season. The youngster 
took the title based on total points in 
three races, each worth $15,000. Trained 
by Pennsylvania-based Janet Elliot and 
ridden throughout the series by Chip Mil¬ 


ler, the bay Don’s Choice gelding cap¬ 
tured the Protocol Future Champions 
Cup at Great Meadow, finished third in 
the Sugarberry Steeplechase in Avon, 
N.Y., and second in the Raymond G. 
Woolfe Memorial, in Camden, S.C. 

Sport of Kings Novice Champion: 
Lonesome Glory. When longtime Penn¬ 
sylvania horseman Walter M. Jeffords 
died in February, 1990, he bequeathed to 
his wife Kay a stable of nine horses. One 
of them, an irascible homebred by the 
name of Lonesome Glory, has lived up to 
his name. 

Lonesome Glory, a gelded chestnut 
son of Transworld, was at his best in the 
$50,000 Foxbrcx>k Supreme Hurdle on 


October 24 at Ear Hills, N.J., the newest 
race to be added to the prestigious Sport 
of Kings Challenge for first-year jumpers. 
Rider Blythe Miller, 24-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Lonesome Glory’s trainer F. Bruce 
Miller, of Cochranville, Pa., urged her 
charge on through the stretch to notch a 
half-length victory over Hodges Bay, a 
millionaire former Hat runner. 

In the other two U.S. races in the 
Sport of Kings series, Dmesome Glory 
chalked up a second to Cortwright 
Wetherill’s Bel Ange in the Queen Mother 
Supreme Hurdle on October 9 at Bel¬ 
mont Park, and was third behind Green 
Highlander and Mistico on November 7 
at Callaway Gardens, Ga. His toughne.ss

and consistency netted him the noxace ti¬ 
tle. 

Lonesome Glory saved his most stun¬ 
ning performance, however, tor Decem¬ 
ber, after the American season had come 
to an end. Shipped to Cheltenham, Eng¬ 
land, for the next Sport of Kings race, the 
Chris Q)ley Hurdle, he triumphed as an 
extreme longshot. Again superbly ridden 
by Blythe Miller, Lonesome Glory be¬ 
came the first and only U.S.-based jumper 
to win in England. 

Owner of the year; William C. Lickle. 
After winning his first-ever owners’ title 
in 1991, long-successful owner Bill Lick¬ 
le, of Montchanin, Del., commented that 
he finally felt like he’d gained a place in 
steeplechasing history. He cemented that 
sjx)t in 1992, winning his second consec¬ 
utive title. 

For the record, the Lickle stable, 
trained by Janet Elliot, earned $194,650 
in jump races over the course of the sea¬ 
son. 

Highlight was the return of the Lick- 
les’ great Victorian Hill, the s[X)rt’s all- 
time leading earner who added another 
$116,000 in 1992. 

Trainer of the year; Jonathan Shep¬ 
pard. Jonathan Sheppard thought 1992 
would be his year to take it a little easy. He 
had lost the 1991 championship to for¬ 
mer assistant Janet Elliot, thus snapping 
an 18-year streak. With the pressure off, 
Sheppard began taking each horse and 
each race as it came, staying competitive 
but not actually seeking the title. 

That all changed at Saratoga, when 
Sheppard realized he was in the heat of a 
battle with Elliot, Charlie Fenwick and 
his mentor Burly Cocks. Bolstered by a 
transfusion of new owners and new 
horses, Sheppard swept nearly all the ma¬ 
jor events of the fall season to win his 19th 
training title, finishing the year with 
$929,357 and snapping the earnings rec¬ 
ord he set in 1989. 

Rider of the year; Craig Thornton. 
Craig Thornton was well aware he was 
taking a big risk in March 1992 when he 
departed his native New Zealand to ride 
in the U.S. 

However Thornton, New Zealand’s 
champion steeplechase rider in 1991, 
landed on his feet. By November 1992 the 
26-year-old had added the American stee¬ 
plechase riding championship to his list of 
accomplishments. With an outstanding 
summer and fall as Jonathan Sheppard’s 
stable rider, Thornton finished with 23 
wins, three more than Victoria Schle- 
singer, who had been the outstanding rid¬ 
er of the spring and early summer. He was 
the top money earner as well, with '92 
purses totalling $478,437. □ 


Pennsylvania 

I was amazed, even then, that I got him 
for that price,” says Victoria Calantoni 
of the $7,000 she paid for a Pleasant Col¬ 
ony weanling at the 1987 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic December Mixed sale. 

What’s happened since then is an own¬ 
er’s dream come true. 

Still racing in the colors of the 
Grantv'ille (Pa.) horsewoman, Calantoni’s 
auction buy—named Sir Beaufort—has 
won four stakes (two graded) and earned 
$512,255 while racing in top company in 
California. His latest, and most pres¬ 
tigious, victory came in the San Carlos 
Handicap-G2 on January 9 at Santa An¬ 
ita. 

Sir Beaufort has been handled since his 
2-year-old season by one of the sport’s 
premier trainers, Charlie Whittingham. 

'‘The first time he ran, in New York, he 
just got beat a nose and showed tremen¬ 
dous promise,” says Calantoni. "We 
thought he belonged with a major trainer, 
so we sent a videotape to Charlie Whit¬ 
tingham, figuring we had nothing to lose 
by trying. He took the horse instantly.” 

Having her big horse—by far the most 
accomplished runner she has ever 
owned—on the West Coast has been a 
mixed blessing, acknowledges Calantoni, 
who is herself a native of Beverly Hills, 


Calif. “We knew we wouldn’t be able to 
see most of his races.” 

Sir Beaufort, bred in Virginia by Buck- 
land Farm, has also won the Native Diver 
Handicap-G3, Royal Owl Handicap and 
La Puente Stakes, finished second in the 
Go(xlw(X)d Handicap-G2, Mervyn Ixroy 
Handicap-G2, Del Mar Breeders’ Cup- 
G2 and Windy Sands Handicap and third 
in the Ancient Title Breeders’ Cup Hand- 
icap-G3. 

Calantoni, who works with her hus¬ 
band Sam Calantoni in operating a con¬ 
struction firm, has been in the horse busi¬ 
ness since 1976. The Calantonis have 
campaigned several minor stakes winners, 
including Arugula, Starbet and Radic- 
chio. They currently have one horse in 
training in Pennsylvania with Mario Be- 
neito and five in Florida with Mike Tri- 
vigno. Among the Florida contingent is 
stakes-placed 3-year-old Near the Edge, 
who finished third in the Gardenia Breed¬ 
ers’ Cup Stakes at Calder last fall. 

Their only broodmare. Near the 
Edge’s dam Micktom (by Fleet Swoon), is 
boarded at Ron and Carolyn Green’s 
Green Willow Farms near Westminster, 
Md. She is due to foal this spring to Clev¬ 
er Secret. Sir Beaufort’s success will prob¬ 
ably lead to an expansion in their breed¬ 
ing program. “We’ll be buying some more 
mares,” says Calantoni. 

■ Unionville-based steeplechase trainer 










Bruce Miller and his rider/daughter 
Blythe Miller earned an exalted place in 
steeplechasing history when Lonesome 
Glory captured the Chris Q)ley Novice 
Hurdle on December 12 at Cheltenham. 

Considered an outsider in the race, 
which is part of the international Sport of 
Kings Challenge, Lonesome Glory is the 
first American-trained steeplechaser to 
win in England. 

Lonesome Glory overtook favored A1 
Mutahm in the final uphill run to the wire 
and snatched victory in the final strides. 
His performance brought a $75,000 bo¬ 
nus for having won one leg of the Sport of 
Kings Challenge in the United States (at 
Far Hills) and another in England. It was 
the now 5-year-old gelding’s fourth win 
over fences in 1992. 

Thanks to Lonesome Glory’s achieve¬ 
ments, his owner Mrs. Walter M. (Kay) 
Jeffords was named the Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders AsscKiation’s De¬ 
cember owner of the month. A longtime 
horsewoman with many ties to Pennsylva¬ 
nia’s horse community, Mrs. Jeffords in¬ 
herited Lonesome Glory upon the death 
of her husband in February, 1990. Mr. 
Jeffords raced many outstanding horses, 
including Pavot, Snow Goose, Kiss Me 
Kate and One Count. 

■ Another chapter has been added to the 
remarkable story of owner/breeder Jo¬ 
seph C. Perry. 

Perry’s homebred 5-year-old Horatius 
gelding Charlie You Know recently 
notched his second stakes win in Phila¬ 
delphia Park’s Inxjuois Handicap. Perrv, a 
general contractor in W(xx11yn, claimed 
the gelding’s dam Newsun (by Penowa 
Rullah) for $5,000 many years ago at Del¬ 
aware Park. Perry’s one and only br(X)d- 
mare, Newsun is also the dam of Perry’s 
multiple stakes winner Rockabve Joshua 
($282,587). 

Charlie You Know, who won the US- 
Air Maryland Sprint Handicap on Mary ¬ 
land Million Dav 1992, has earnings of 
$163,216. 

■ Counterfeit Money, a handsomely- 
bred son of Key to the Mint—Con Game 
by Buckpasser, has been moved to 
William Rennekamp’s farm in Can- 
onsburg, near Pittsburgh, for the 1993 
season. A half-brother to $2.3-million 
earner Seeking the Gold, as well as to 
graded stakes winners East Play and 
Stacked Pack, Counterfeit Money placed 
second in the Fountain of Youth Stakes- 
G2 and What a Pleasure Stakes, earning 
$77,607. He has sired two winners from 
two small crops to race. 

The 12-year-old stallion is the first 
Thoroughbred to do stud duty at the 


Rennekamp farm. The owner of a lumber 
and building supply firm, Mr. Renne¬ 
kamp operates a boarding stable for rid¬ 
ing horses, and has bred Thoroughbreds 
on a small scale for several years. 

■ Mrs. Elizabeth Moran’s star-studded 
collection of brcxxlmares t<:x)k on more 
luster after the Tattersalls’ Newmarket 
December sale. Champion Forest Flower, 
highest-priced offering of the sale, was 
purchased from the Paul Mellon dispersal 
consignment for the U.S. equivalent of 
$794,750 by Mrs. Moran’s Brushw(X)d 
Stable, of Unionville. 

Europe’s top 2-year-old filly in 1986, 
Forest Flower won the Irish One Thou¬ 
sand Guineas-Gl at 3. The 9-year-old 
daughter of Green Forest—Leap Lively 
by Nijinsky II is in foal to Shirley Heights. 

■ Tri for the Gold set every fraction and 
prevailed by a nose in the Pennsyhania 
Futurity. Bred by his trainer Robert See- 
ger, and owned by Plumstead Stable, the 
colt gained his third victory, and first 
stakes win, in six starts. By the New York 
stallion Triocala, Tri for Gold is the first 
stakes winner for his dam, Manhattan 
Gold (by Quadratic), whose four previ¬ 
ous foals are all winners. 

■ Named Penn National horse of the year 
was 8-year-old Lono, owned by Arenel 
Farm and trained by Mario Beneito. 
Lono made 14 starts last season (all but 
one at Penn National), and gained seven 
victories and six seconds, earning 
$30,480. 


West Virginia 

T rainer Paul Diavolikis had a happy 
surprise when his $2,500 claim, 
David Yingling’s It’stherabbitsturn, 
moved up the ladder while posting six 
consecutive victories for them last season. 
But no one was surprised when It’stherab¬ 
bitsturn, a 5-year-old West Virginia-bred 
gelding by Aye’s Turn—Bunny Chan by 
Bunny’s Babe, was named Charles Town’s 
claimer of the year for 1992. 

Diavolikis and Yingling studied the 
gelding’s form for some time before enter¬ 
ing the claim in January, 1992. They con¬ 
cluded that he might improve at longer 
distances, and ‘‘he seemed an honest sort,” 
says Yingling. “A horse like It’stherab¬ 
bitsturn doesn’t come along that often. 
Not only was he g(xxl to us, but the fans 
as well. He created an air of excitement 
that spread throughout the plant.” 

■ The winner of the sixth race at Holly- 
woexd Park on December 16 was an eye- 
catcher. Named Sarita Sarita, she is a 
now-3-ycar-old West Virginia-bred 


daughter of Maryland stallion Taylor’s 
Special. She was bred by the Blue Seas 
Music, Inc., of songwriter Burt 
Bacharach, a longtime client of Suzanne 
and Vince Moscarelli’s Country Roads 
Farm near Charles Town. 

Racing in Bacharach’s colors, Sarita 
Sarita, who is trained by Bill Sh(x*maker, 
was making her second start when she 
captured the $32,000 maiden claiming 
event. 

Bacharach gained horse racing fame in 
the early 1980s with champion Heart- 
light No. One, who was raised by the 
Moscarellis. 


Virginia 

V irginia-bred Lemhi Go went 
straight to the lead and got the new 
year off to a sensational start in the La 
Prevoyante Invitational Handicap-G2 on 
January 3 at Calder. 

Claimed in the fall of 1991 for 
$16,000 by trainer Bob Vtx'lkner on be¬ 
half of owner Ron Magers (of Chicago 
NBC newscasting fame), the 5-year-old 
mare was already a rare find. She in¬ 
creased her lifetime earnings to $299,144 
while getting her fourth career stakes win 
in the La Prevoyante. Her earlier victories 
include last year’s Arlington Matron 
Handicap-G3. 

Bred by Audley Farm, Lemhi Go (by 
Lemhi Gold — Midnight Rapture by Gib- 
oulee) was sold for $32,000 at the 1989 
Keene land September Yearling sale. Ma¬ 
gers campaigns her in partnership with 
his three daughters, Tia, Tracy and Ken¬ 
dall. She is their only race horse. 

■ A rising star on the Maryland racing 
circuit is the 3-year-old Virginia-bred colt 
Wolf Prince. 

Trained by Carlos Garcia, Wolf Prince 
scored as (xids-on favorite in Laurel’s 
Dave’s Friend Stakes on January 1. 

The roan colt by Wolf Power (SAf) — 
Poi by Hawaii was bred by M.D. Baud- 
huin, A. Steffen and T. Reiman and races 
in the name of BRS Stable. He was gain¬ 
ing his second victory in three starts in the 
Dave’s Friend, having won a maiden spe¬ 
cial on November 28 and lost by a nose in 
allowance company on December 17 at 
Laurel. 

■ Iris McNeil, of Lexington, received the 
American Horse Shows Association’s 
Walter B. Devereux Memorial sportsman¬ 
ship award for 1992. 

The Devereux award honors someone 
who has “’exemplified the ideal of gcxxl 
sportsmanship through commitment, 
dedication and service to the AHSA

throughout his or her career.” Mrs. 
McNeil is one of the most respected stew¬ 
ards in the horse show world, with the 
skills and knowledge to officiate at many 
different breed and discipline shows. 
Since becoming a steward in 1967, she 
has served at such prestigious events as 
the National, Washington International, 
Devon, the Grand National Morgan 
Show and the Kentucky State Fair. 

■ Paul Mellon's overseas broodmare 
holdings helped b(X)st the international 
economy at Tattersalls' Newmarket De¬ 
cember sale. The nine mares in the Mellon 
consignment, part of an overall dispersal 
of the Virginia horseman's breeding 
stock, brought the U.S. equivalent of 
$2,272,424, or an average of $252,491. 
In addition to sales-topper Forest Flower 
($794,750), purchased by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Moran's Brushw(X)d Stable (see Pennsyl¬ 
vania section of this reqx^rt), Mellon sold 
the 7-year-old mare Crown Crest, a win¬ 
ning sister to Glint of Gold and Diamond 
Shoal, for $392,700. Crown Crest, in foal 
to Soviet Star, was purchased by Japanese 
agent Morio Sakurai, and reportedly will 
be based in Ireland. 

■ This year's Virginia Stallion Stakes, run 
at Laurel on Novemlx:r 29, was named in 
honor of the late Orme Wilson Jr., well¬ 
loved president of the Virginia Thor¬ 
oughbred Association. Appropriately 
enough, it was won by a son of Wilson's 
own stallion Gilded Age. 


Maryland 

W hen Truth of It All came on re¬ 
lentlessly to defeat Wild Gale by a 
length and a half in the Grey Stakes-G3 at 
Wcxxlbine last fall, he fired a shot heard 
half-way round the continent. 

Thanks to that performance, made all 
the more impressive by Wild Gale’s fol¬ 


low-up victory in the Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes-G3 at Churchill Downs, 
Truth of It All—by Maryland stallion 
Proud Truth— won a Sovereign Award as 
Canada’s champion 2-year-old male. 

Proud Truth, who stands at Corbett 
Farm in Monkton, is most likely the only 
Mid-Atlantic sire to be represented by a 
1992 champion. 

Truth of It All, who won four of five 
starts last season and earned $163,191, 
was bred in Kentucky by Hurstland Farm, 
and races for Alexander Schmidt. He is 
trained by Sheldon Wolfe. 

He was one of three 1992 stakes win¬ 
ners (two graded) for Proud Truth, who 
annexed the 1985 Breeders’ Cup Classic 
during a stellar racing career that netted 
$2.1 million. The others were Stem the 
Tide (Carousel H-G3, Straight Deal H, 
Queen Isabella H, etc.) and Dr Pain. 

■ The exploits of his 5-year-old son A 
Call to Rise have uncovered a sleeper 
among Maryland stallions. That is Poles 
Apart (by Danzig) who stands at John A. 
Manfuso Sr.'s Osufnam Farm near 
Westminster. 

With only 25 starters in 1992, Poles 
Apart had 15 winners. By far the best was 
A Call to Rise, who just missed to Shots 
Are Ringing in the December 19 Queens 
Qninty Handicap-G3, a race that lopped 
three-fifths of a second off of Aqueduct's 
mile and three-sixteenths (inner) track 
record. 

A Call to Rise pressed the same rival, 
who is also his stablemate, to another 
close finish in the Aqueduct Handicap- 
G3 on January 2. 

■ It's been almost 20 vears since Marv-

land veterinarian James V. Stewart landed 
his famous brcx>dmare bargain—Naugh¬ 
ty Celeste (by Yusuf)—for $1,500 at the 
1976 Timonium sales. 

From that mare. Dr. Stewart and his 
wife. Dr. Brenda Stewart, bred such 
standouts as stakes winners Naughty Jim¬ 
my ($344,927) and Celestial Ballet 
($ 133,016). The family legacy continues. 

R.D. Wild Whirl, who won Aque- 
duefs Sport Page Handicap-G3 last fall, 
and followed up with a victory in the Pau- 
monok Handicap on January 3, is a 
grandson of Naughty Celeste. Bred in 
Florida by Florida Blocxistcxk, 5-year-old 
R.D. Wild Whirl (by Island Whirl- 
Naughty Rita by Christopher R.) races 
for Pennsylvania-based owner Robert W. 
Dommel. He has earned $195,768. 


New Jersey 

W inning stakes with a homebred is 
one of the most satisfying accom¬ 
plishments a breeder can have. And Stan¬ 
ley Joselson has experienced that more 
than most. The long-successful breeder 
campaigned his filly Squirm to win seven 
stakes in 1992—the most logged by any 
New Jersey-bred last season. 

From 16 starts, the 1989 daughter of 
Joselson’s home stallion Two Davids also 


had five stakes placings and earned 
$221,824. Her victories included the Ivo¬ 
ry Castle, Just Smashing, William Parker 
and Jersey Belle Breeders’ Cup Stakes. 

It was a final blaze of glory for Jos¬ 
elson, who has owned and raced horses 
since 1960. He recently dispersed all of 
his racing suxk. Squirm was sold at the 
Keeneland January sale for $155,000, on 
a bid by Richard O’Gorman Bloodst(Kk. 

Joselson, for many years one of New 
Jersey’s leading breeders, moved his base 
of operations to Maryland a few years 
ago, and operates Josco Farm in C.hesa- 
peake City. He intends to continue stand¬ 
ing stallions, including Two Davids, at 
Josco. 

■ New Jersey horsemen have pioneered a 
new claiming rule. ‘‘Jail time” has been 
eliminated for horses racing in New Jer¬ 
sey. 

Under the previous rule, a horse who 
was claimed had to move up to a claiming 
level at least 25 percent higher during his 
initial 30 days of new ownership. Now' 
there is no restriction as to where the 
horse may run. 

“Of some 35 racing jurisdictions, 
we’re the first to make this futuristic 
change,” said John Forbes, New' Jersey 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Benevolent 
Association president. “There’s a good 
possibility the rule change will not only 
change the nature of claiming from an in¬ 


vestment or ow nership perspective, but it 
could help pick up interest with the fans.” 

The new rule, debated at length over 
the last year, began w ith the Garden State 
meeting on January 15. It was approved 
by the New Jersey Racing Q)mmission 
on an experimental basis, meaning the 
Commission will be watching its effects 
throughout 1993, with the authority to 
rescind it on short notice. 

■ A bill with the potential to put sports 
betting on the ballot in New Jersey in No¬ 
vember 1993 has faltered in the state leg¬ 
islature. 

This development is g(X)d news for the 
racing industry, which is lobbying 
strongly against the bill. 

■ Popular jockey agent Jimmy Cotter, 
who helped develop such top riders as 
Chris Rogers, Steve Br(X)ks and Eclipse 
award-w inner Jck' Bravo, died recently at 
his home in Cherry Hill. 

■ New stallion: Top Snob, a graded 
stakes-placed half-brother to stakes win¬ 
ners Oh So Snobish and Oh So Ch(X)sy, 
has entered stud at Red Barn Farm in 
Vineland. 

A foal of 1987 by Topsider—Snobish- 
ness by *Forli, Top Snob won four races 
and placed second in the Breeders’ Futuri- 
ty-G2, Alysheba S-G3 and third in the 
Round Table H-G3, earning $194,038. 

His stud fee is $2,000 live foal; $ 1,500 
to New Jersey breeders.

AMERI VALAY (b.c., 1989, by Carni- 
valay—Amerrico’s Sphinx, by Amerrico), 
$70,000-guaranteed Annapolis H (includes

Legendary Frank Chapot 
a man for all seasons

Frank Chapot has done it again. 

A six-time Olympic competitor himself, Chapot 
trained Michael Golden's legendary show jumper Bud- 
weiser Gem Twist to the 1992 American Grandprix As¬ 
sociation title, making him the only horse in AGA his¬ 
tory to be named horse of the year three times (1987, 
1989 and 1992). 

"Gem Twist is special first because he tries so hard 
and jumps so big—and because he has Thoroughbred 
speed. He's fast," says Chapot, who has a special 


bond, in that he is also the horse's breeder. Chapot sold 
the son of Good Twist—Coldly Noble by Noble Jay to 
Golden as a 3-year-old in 1982. "Secondly, he's brave 
enough to go and jump, but chicken enough that he 
won't hit the fences. That's a very delicate balance, and 
the truth is you don't get it very often. When you do, 
you have a champion. 

"Plus, Gem is easy to work with, and anybody can 
ride him," adds Chapot. "Greg Best has been his regu¬ 
lar rider, but Leslie Lenehan had wonderful success

with him last fall when Greg got hurt. 1 even thought 
about riding him myself," the trainer says with a 
laugh. 

No one else would laugh at such a prospect, even 
though Chapot celebrated his 60th birthday in 1992 
and rode in his first Olympic games in 1956. 

Fit and lithe, the superlative horseman continues to 
school and condition young horses as well as veterans 
at his Chado Farm in Neshanic Station, N.J. He also 
serves as coach for the USET show jumping team. 

A native of New Jersey, Chapot grew up on a farm 
where his family rode recreationally. As a child, Frank 
used to trot his pony past a big stable in the county 
park. Noticing what those riders were doing, jumping 
fences and the like, Chapot decided he could do just as 
well. 

His intuition proved correct—at 14 he won his first 
Maclay medal. 

Soon after graduating from the University of Penn¬ 
sylvania and entering the Air Force, Chapot tried out 
for the 1956 Olympic games at Stockholm and rode for 
the team while in the service. 

That was the first of six Olympic appearances (1956, 
1960, 1964, 1968, 1972 and 1976). Chapot was part of 
the silver medal teams in 1960 and 1972; was fourth 
individually in 1968; and holds the world record for 
competing on 46 winning Nations Cup teams. 

During those years, he also took a crack at stee¬ 
plechasing. 

"Being on the team had held me back because they 
were afraid I'd get hurt," he remembers. "But there 
were a couple of years when my show career was slow, 
so I decided to try riding races. 

"Kathy Kusner, who was also on the USET, was 
friends with the Fenwicks, and they gave me some 
rides," Chapot says. "I also rode a couple of horses for 
Gene Weymouth, and finished third in the Maryland 
Hunt Cup twice—on Dr. Joseph Rogers's Tall Chief in 
1965 and on Mrs. George Howell's Evening Mail in 
1973." 

(Evening Mail, remarkably enough, had competed 
in the 1968 Olympics in Mexico City as part of the 
combined training team. He and Chapot were second 
to Handsome Daddy in the Murray Memorial the week 
prior to the 1973 Maryland Hunt Cup.) 

"Riding jump races gave me some of the greatest 
experiences I ever had," Chapot remarks. "Horse peo¬ 
ple like Pete Bostwick did everything back then; they 
were not specialists, but horsemen. Today, someone 



may be a great rider, but not know how to load a horse 
on the van. I think they miss a lot." 

Because of this catholic attitude, not to mention the 
respect with which he is regarded throughout the 
horse community, Chapot maintains his contact with 
steeplechasing owners and trainers. 

Mrs. Miles Valentine, her daughter Jill Fanning, and 
her granddaughter and grandson-in-law Joy and 
Rusty Carrier regularly send their steeplechase horses 
to Chapot for schooling. Maryland Hunt Cup winner 
Freeman's Hill is currently in residence at Chado Farm, 
which also served as schooling grounds for Hunt Cup 
winner Von Csadek. 

Supervising much of the management of the farm is 
Frank's wife, the former Mary Mairs, whom he mar¬ 
ried in January, 1965, just after they both competed in 
the Tokyo games. 

The Chapots have two daughters, Wendy, 23, and 
Laura, 21, who are as devoted to horses as their par¬ 
ents. 

Laura, who graduates with honors from Drew Uni¬ 
versity this month, has arranged her college schedule 
so that she gets on six or seven horses before going to 
class each day. 

Wendy, now graduated from Lehigh University, 
works as an accountant for Price-Waterhouse in Morris¬ 
town, N.J., and confines her riding to the weekends. 

It's in this environment that Gem Twist was brought 
along. Gem Twist's sire Good Twist was a legend in his

own right. '"Benny O'Meara had this little gray Thor¬ 
oughbred horse, only a 3-year-old, but a neat, scopey 
jumper," recalls Chapot fondly. "Kathy Kusner was 
showing the horse, and I liked him, but he was so 
small, not more than 15.1 hands. 

"1 also loved his breeding, that great Bonne Nuit 
line—so I took the chance." 

Good Twist went on to win innumerable speed 
classes and grands prix over the years, while also es¬ 
tablishing himself as a successful sire for the show 
ring. 

"Good Twist had the perfect disposition," says 
Chapot. "When he walked into the ring, he puffed 
himself up to 17 hands. Yet, he could have bred a mare 
that morning. 

"None of his other offspring has been as great as 
Gem, but over and over he got very useful animals, 
such as Snappy Twist and Easter Twist." 

On the bottom line. Gem Twist is the produce of an 
ex-race horse (Coldly Noble) who was given to Chapot 
by Mrs. Miles Valentine. 

Chapot sold Gem Twist to New Jersey businessman 
Michael Golden when the latter was just getting in¬ 
volved with show horses. Golden has purchased sev¬ 
eral show horses which have developed into profitable 
investments, according to Chapot, and also has a few 
horses which he keeps for his own riding pleasure. 

Last year. Gem Twist was sponsored by Budweiser 
breweries, which paid a fee to have its name attached 
to that of the show jumping star. This practice is com¬ 


mon in Europe, where equine events attract large 
crowds, but is relatively new in America. 

Among other accomplishments. Gem Twist has two 
Olympic silver medals to his credit, and was named 
Best Horse at the 1990 World Equestrian Games, where 
he was the only competitor to have four clear rounds 
with four different riders. 

In addition to riding, training, and designing 
courses, Frank Chapot is renowned for his work with 
the USET. He is vice-president in charge of show jump¬ 
ing, heading the committee which sets policies and 
makes recommendations to the executive branch as to 
how show jumping should be conducted. 

Chapot has also been Chef d'Equipe (coach) of the 
Olympic show jumping team ever since another leg¬ 
end, Bertalan deNemethy, retired in 1984. 

Following last year's Olympic games in Barcelona, 
Chapot was named to a special commission to review 
and recommend changes, both nationally and interna¬ 
tionally, to the sport of combined training. 

The study came about as a result of the NBC cover¬ 
age of the endurance phase and what many saw as an 
abuse of the horses in competition. 

"This will be very important—crucial—as we pre¬ 
pare for the 1996 Olympics in Atlanta," Chapot em¬ 
phasizes. "We've listened carefully to those who are 
concerned, and we are formulating changes which will 
make the sport better and safer. 

''One proposal is that the first fall of the horse con¬ 
stitutes an elimination. This is the most humane and 
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horsemanlike thing to do, because it is very difficult to 
assess precisely the extent or seriousness of a horse's 
injury They have such heart and are so competitive by 
nature that the horse will try to go on." 

Other ideas include a more careful monitoring of 
the horse's condition after Phase C, roads and tracks, 
and a shortening of the endurance phase itself, placing 
more emphasis on the dressage and show jumping 
facets. 

"We don't want horse sports to be taken out of the 
Olympics," cautions Chapot. "The Olympics are a big 
thing: you meet a lot of special people, other experts in 
their fields, and you have a lot of fun. 

"But, above all," he concludes, "you are represent¬ 
ing your country. That's the biggest deal—to carry that 
flag on your saddle cloth." 

As a legend training and coaching legends, Chapot 
exemplifies the optimism of a horseman who has an 
untried 2-year-old in his barn. 

"The future is okay," he says cheerfully. "At the 
lower levels, the sport has grown tremendously. The 3' 
adult/amateur division is a great place for the little guy

to get a ribbon. That's healthy. Growth at the bottom 
supports the top levels. More people working to be 
good riders results in a better quality rider at the top. 

"But we must be careful about the money," Chapot 
warns. "The sport is wonderful for the sport's sake. 
The money is nice, but it may make you use your horse 
more than you should. 

"We hope to have Gem Twist in competition for the 
1996 games (at age 17)," he explains, "but we only 
compete in half as many grand prix events as some of 
the other horses. Gem makes about $100,000 a year— 
enough to pay the bills. Maybe he could have made 
more, but if I don't have any horse left, what good is 
it?" 

In the company of those who love horses, that's the 
heart of what makes Frank Chapot a legend. □

Mixing racing with other gaming 


A growing number of people within pari-mutuel racing, including 
Rosecroft's Ted Snell, are convinced that tracks can survive only by embrac¬ 
ing any and all forms of electronic gambling. At the upcoming convention 
of Harness Tracks of America, an entire day will be devoted to the topic— 
"competition: fight it or join it." 

Unfortunately, because racing's future business environment will be 
dictated more by politics than by economics, it is not possible to know which 
course is best. If legislatures were predictable, or if states were committed to 
preserving their horse industries, the appropriate decision would be to 
fight. 


On the other hand, if it is the destiny of race tracks to be boxed into a 
non-competitive corner by regulations—like much-maligned savings and 
loans, which were structured by government to borrow short and lend 
long, even during high-inflation periods—then becoming a casino makes 
sense. Under that scenario, fighting is clearly a much riskier course for 
tracks than joining. 

But for horsemen and breeders, whose livelihoods are tied directly to 
live racing, the choice is more difficult. 

Even if a track were always to derive more gross revenue from its live 
racing than from electronic games, the day will almost surely come when 
the costs of conducting live racing are so much greater than the costs of 
offering electronic wagering that horses begin to be viewed by race track 
management as more of a drag than an asset. 

Las Vegas "sports books" have shown that pari-mutuel wagering on 
racing is competitive, even in a sea of gaming choices. What is ultimately up 
for debate is whether, in the midst of such a sea, states can contrive through 
regulation to create a structure that will preserve a niche for live racing. It's 
difficult simply because, in the long run, economics will prevail.
